By it the en- 
gineer can read from a scale the actual 
s| red of his locomotives at any moment, 
besides a record of the trip kept on a 
strip of paj>er. 

The long wooden tunnels covering 
forty miles of the Central Pacific Rail- 
way over the Rocky Mountains, costing 
per mile from 88,000 to $12,000, and in 
some places, where heavy masonry was 
needed, $30,000 per mile, are firmly 
constructed to support the great weight 
of snow and resist the rush of ava- 
lanches. Fire precautions are very 
thorough. Corrugated plates of iron 
separate the buddings into sections, and 
iu the great teu-mile shed there are au- 
tomatic electric fire-alarms. At the 
summit is an engine and tank ready to 
flood the ignited spot in an instant. 
These sheds shut in the view of the 
grent Sierras, but without them winter 
travel would be impossible.

The 
chinch in sucking blood from the human 
body draws nourishment and strength, 
and, above all, the material which in tho 
retorts of his body is distilled into a 
rich fluid which he in biting one ejects 
into the body to take the plwe of the 
blood he has but borrowed, and this 
entering into the circulation furnishes 
an antidote against rhumatism. All 
mercurial preparation, when taken in 
excess, causes articular rheumatism, 
affecting tho bodies and the joints of 
the bones of the human body. The 
calomel taken, by decomposition in the 
system, forms corrosive sublimate, but 
not in the quantity to produce death 
save by slow torture of rhumatism. 
Corrosive sublimate, as every housewife 
in all the land will testify, is the only 
riddance for bedbugs. The juices of 
the bug and the sublimate are the anti- 
dotes of each other, foes by nature, and 
whenever they meet only the death of 
one or the other can end the contest.

The Great Conde, as Louis IX de 
Bourbon was called, was born in the 
Castle of Vincennes, September 8, 1621. 
He early displayed his ability as a mili- 
tary leader, and when only twenty-two 
years of age was placed in command of 
the French army in Flanders. At Rocroy, 
in May, 1643. ho defeated the Spaniards, 
and the next year forced General Mercy, 
the Bavarian, to retreat after three days 
of fighting, and again in 16T5, he met 
Mercy, at Nordlingen, and engaged in a 
terrible conflict, in which Mercy was 
killed, and Conde himself was wounded, 
but finally achieved another victory. In 
1646 he returned to Flanders and took 
Dunkirk, and in 1647, in Spain, was un- 
successful in the siege of Lerida, but 
speedily silenced the opposition to him 
by signally defeating the Spanish at 
Lens, in Flanders, in 1648. this victory 
bringing about the end of the Thirty- 
years' War, and the peace of Westphalia. 
When the war of the Fronde began iu 
1649. Conde for a time took the side of 
the Royalist party and Mazarin, but be- 
lieving his service's were not fully re- 
cognized, resented it, and gave offense, 
and early in 1650 he was arrested, but 
subsequently released Then he nused 
an army to oppose the Royalists, and 
met his great rival, Turenne, ne^tr 
Bleaneau, on the Loire, April 7, 1652, 
where, although Conde had the advantage 
of superior numbers, Turenne was suc- 
cessful. Again Conde met the Royalists 
July 2 of the same year, under the walls 
of Paris, and would hajve been entirely 
defeated but for the assistance given by 
friends within the city. Those who had 
opposed the Royalists had meanwhile 
grown weary of the struggle, and Conde 
in vain urged them to prolong it. He 
felt, therefore, compelled to join his old 
enemies, the Spainards, in the Nether- 
lands, but his fortune seemed for a time 
to desert him, and he shared in the de- 
feats inflicted by Turenne upon his allies, 
at Arras, in 1654, and near" Dunku-k in 
1658. When the treaty of the Pyrenees 
was concluded, in 1659, he was pardoned 
and allowed to return to France, where 
he lived at his-magniflcient country seat 
of Chantilly. He was called back to 
active service eight years afterward, and 
early in 1668 conquered Franche-Comte 
in less than three weeks. Conde was 
about that time a candidate for the crown 
of Poland after the abdication of John 
Casimir. In 1672, when the war against 
the United Provinces broke out, he was 
placed at the head of one of the armies 
that invaded the Netherlands, and was 
wounded in the arm at the crossing of 
the Rhine. On August 11, 1674, he 
fought at Swief an indecisive battle with 
William of Orange, and in 1675, on the 
death of Turenne, was called to Alsace 
to command the French army there, and 
drove Montecuculi beyone the " Rhine. 
Now his long and arduous campaigns 
began to tell upon him, and he waa 
forced to retire from active service. He 
spent his remaining years at Chantilly, 
dying there December 11, 1686.

It beqctuks about 5,000 young fish to 
stock a poud of one acre in extent.

1,000 to the acre is a liberal estimate 
ami these will require artificial feeding 
unless the pond ia very rich with food- 
producing vegetation. 

Potato flour, or the dried pulp of the 
potato, is obtaining* great importance in 
the arts. It is sUflklthat in Lancashire, 
England, 20,000 tons of it are sold an- 
nually, and it brings at present in Liver- 
pool about double in the market as wheat 
flour. It is nsed for sizing and other 
manufacturing purposes. " 

It is estimated that with abundant 
fodder, a medium-sized animal will pro- 
duce in a vear the following amounts of 
manure : Horse, exclusive of loss dur- 
ing work, nine tons ; ox or cow, ten to 
twelve tons ; sheep (October to May), 
three-quarters of a ton, and a hog one 
and a quarter to two tons. 

Many dairymen practice milking their 
cows steadily without allowing them to 
go dry. They feed heavily on corn meal 
and oil cake until the milk fails, when 
the cow is replaced by a fresh one. A 
dairyman who keeps one hundred and 
fifty cows says such a practice is more 
profitable than to lose the time between 
their going dry and coming in. 

Bk careful about permitting cattle to 
drink from ditches or from pools in 
which their- droppings are deposited. 
Such impure water is not only liable to 
injure the health of the stock, but is 
also a fruitful cause of malarial and 
typhoid fever among those who use milk 
pn 'duct from cows thus watered. 

The general food of the Norwegians 
is rye bread, milk, and cheese. As a 
particular luxury peasants eat " shark e, " 
which are thiu slices of salt hung meat, 
dried in the wind, but this indulgence in 
animal food is very rare indeed. A com- 
mon treat on high days and holy days 
consists of thick hasty-pudding or por- 
ridge of oat meal or rye meal, seasoned 
by two or three pickled herrings or salted 




Tot quality of stable manure depends 
upon the quantity and quality of the 
feeding stuffs used, and on the amount 
of milk or other products obtained from 
the animals. As a rule, bnt a small pro- 
portion of the manurial elements of the 
food are. permanently retained in the 
body or excreted as milk, etc. , while the 
remainder posses into the manure. As 
a consequence, the richer the feed the 
richer the manure. Good feeding pays 
not only through increased production 
by the animals, but through the impioved 
quality of the manure as well. 

Under drains were used by the Ro- 
mans and constructed of wood. Even 
rains have been made in various 
of England. Thorough drainage 
into practice about the middle of 
the present century, through the exer- 
tions of Mr. Smith, of Deanstone, and 
for a time stone was the principal mate- 
rial used in their construction. They 
were either thrown in promiscuously or 
laid out in throats or channels. When 
tiles or pipes came into use stones were 
laid around them, but it ia found that 
less soil percolates into the tile when the 
earth is close around it. 

The following is given as an excellent 
method of plucking poultry : Hang the 
fowl by the feet with a light cord ; then 
with a small knife give one cut across 
the upper jaw opposite the corners of 
the mouth ; after the blood has stopped 
running a stream, place the point of m 
knife in the upper part of the mouth, 
run the blade on into the back part of 
tb,e head, which will cause a twichingof 
the muscles. Immediately following 
this operation is the proper time for 
Vluckiog the fowl, as every yield as if 
oy magic, and theie is no danger of 
tearing the most tender chick. 

History slows that the establishment 
of the beet-sugar industry in France and 
« Germany was the outcome of not one 
year, but twenty years, of careful scien- 
tific work. Many experiments proved 
failures, and many men were fonud who 
said irom the first that the manufacture 
of sugar from beeta was a commercial 
impossibility. But in spite of advene 
criticisms, partial failures and the oppo- 
sition of many interested parties, the 
tieet-sqgar industry did succeed, and to- 
day two-fifths of the sugar consumed by 
the civilized world is manufactured, at a 
piofit, from sugar beeta. 

It ia a practice with many farmers to 
place a load or two of somewhat green 
nay on the top of the mow, thinking 
that it will dry under such circumstances 
without injury, and finally turn out 
pretty fair huy. This is a mistake. 
The greenest hay should be placed at 
the bottom of the mow ; it will heat 
some and throw off the moisture, and 
the hay will come out bright green and 
full of aroma Place the poor bog hat 
on the top of the mow, and it will absorb 
such moisture as ascends from the 
sweating hay below, and though un- 
doubtedly it will prove somewhat musty, 
yet such would also be the ease with the 
good hay if placed , on the top of the 
mow. If farmers will try this plan, they 
will find they will have first-class hay in 
all their mows. 

A New York exchange says the 
farmers of Hunterdon and Somerset 
casAiatisja, K. J., um goats to protect 
their sheep from dogs. Two goats can 
drive away a dozen dogs, and two are 
about all each farmer puts in with his 
sheep. As soon as a dog enters the field 
at night the goats attack him, and their 
butting propensities are too much for 
the canine, who soon finds himself roll- 
ing over and over. A few repetitions of 
this treatment causes the dog to quit the 
field, limping and yelling. Formerly, 
when a dog entered a sheep field at 
night, the sheep would run wildly around 
and cry piteously. Since the goats have 
been used to guard them* they form in 
line behind the goats, and seem to enjoy 
the fun. The idea of utilizing goats in 
this way came from the West, where 
they are put in sheep pens to drive away 
wolves. 

An American traveler in Italy who, 
thongh noticing many fields of Indian 
corn growing there, vet never found 
either Johnny cake, hoe cake, hominy, 
or any similar delicacy on the hotel 
taMes, was somewhat at loss to know 
what use was made of this cereal. He 
writes: "Where a part of this corn 
meal goes I have discovered. It goes 
into horse-bread. Horse-bread is, of 
course, the bread on which Italian horses 
are fed, for all horses hereabouts are 
baited on loaves of bread. Passing 
along the streets anywhere in any of 
these cities, and as far north as Munich, 

Sou see a man on almost every corner 
aiding a loaf of bread in his left hand 
and a knife in his right, and cutting off 
slices and feeding to Lis horse. It u an 
odd sight at first. Examining this bread, 
I find it ia made of wheat or rye, with 
oat meal and corn meal added. It u 
generally soft and sweet At TUilnr, I 
had grown rather tired of the ii 



went out on the street and got a oouple 
of slices of horse-bread. It was far more 
acceptable to the party than the bread on 
which we were being fed. Some of this 
com meal, too, finds its way into the 
' ' black bread " fed to the army. Soldiers 
are everywhere present in Italy, and 
every day detachments go along guard- 
ing great wagons pitched high with 
these gloomy-looking loaves, covered 
with dust and dirt, and seeming entirely 
too filthy even for horses to eat. This is 
the chief food for the army." 

HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 



IFrom the D troll Fre. I"resa " Household.") 

One Eoo Cake. One egg, butter size 

of a largo egg, two cups sugar, three 
cups flour, one teuxpoouful soda, cup ol 
sour cream. 

Broccoli.-— Wash nicely ; cut off the 
green leaves and hard stalk; boil in 
water with a little salt about twenty 
minute*. Send to the table with pepper 
and melted butter poured over it, 

White Cake.— One enp butter, two 
cups sugar, one c tip sweet milk, whites 
of "five eggs, three cups flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls cream tartar, one teaspoonful 
soda, liiike in a moderate oven. 

Fio J C mules. — One cup of butter, two 
cups or sugar, half a nutmeg, one heap- 
ing cup of chopped figs, two eggs and 
flour enongh to roll thin after thoroughly 
mixed. Dates can be substituted for 
figs, and are very nice. Bake in a quick 
Dveu. 

Brown BSKAD. — Two cups of Indian 
meal, one half- cup of coid water, Will 
stirred; add one quart of boiling water 
and let it cool, after which add one enp 
of molasses and a small soaked yeast 
cake, ; stir as tliiek with flour as possible, 
and let it rise over night ; then knead 
lightly, let rise, nod bake slowly. 

Short Crvnt.— Take one pint of sifte. 
flour, a little salt and a cupful of lard 
Make a hole in the tlour and put in the 
lard; break the lord into small pieces 
witft the fingers (do not rub it. ) Then 
mix with colli water — roll quickly — 
tjnito thin. This will make two pies 
with an upper crust, liuko a good brown. 

SrANisn Charlottk. — Put a layer of 
•cracker or bread crumbs on the bottom 
of a pudding-dish, and a layer of any 
kind of jelly or canned fruit over them. 
Continue the layers alternately until the 
dish is three-fourths full, then till up 
with a rich custard and bake, serve with 
a sauce. If preferred cold, serve with 
sugar and cream, if liked. 

Veal Broth. — Put the knuckle of a 
leg or shoulder of veal, with very little 
meat on it, an old fowl, and four shank 
bones of mutton extremely well soaked 
and bruised ; three blades of nia«*e, ten 
.pepper-corns, an onion and a large bit 
of bread, and three quarts of water into 
a stew-pan that covers close, and simmer 
in the slowest manner. After it has 
boiled up and beeu skimmed straiu and 
take off the fat Salt is wanted. It will 
require four hours to prepare. 

How to Cook Cauliflower. — Wash 
carefully so as not to break off the 
sprouts ; tie the green leaves over the 
flower, cut off the hard end of the stem : 
boil in plenty of water with a little salt ; 
a large head will cook in twenty min- 
utes ; take it out, cut off the leaves and 
stalks, lay them nicely in the dish ; 
sprinkle with black pepper and pour 
melted butter over them ; serve hot. 
J-Ycnch Mrthod. — Prepare and boil as 
above ; when done trim off leaves and 
stalk, lay in a baking-pan ; pour a rich 
roat.t gravy over them, then sprinkle 
toasted bread crumbs on the top and 
bake a rich brown. 

Pickled Cauliflowers. — Cut off all 
the green leaves ; put the caulifl' >wer into 
boiling w ater with a good supply of salt ; 
boil three minutes ouly ; take out and 
dip in clear cold water one minute ; cut 
in pieces convenient to put into jars. 
Make a mixture of one tablespoonful of 
mace, one of cloves, one of allspice, ouo 
of ginger, two of white mustard seed, 
and red-pepper pod to every gnllon of 
the best cider vinegar. Let this mixture 
boil and pour boiling hot upon the cauli- 
flowers ; cover them closely and let them 
stand a week ; then pour off the liquor, 
scald it, return it agniuhot to the cauli- 
flowers, and in twenty-four hours they 
ought to be pickles. Use the best cider 
vinegar, if not it will discolor the can 
flowers. Broccoli may lie prepared in 
the same manner, but is not as handsome 
ss the cauliflower.

" With the governments which have 
declared ' their independence and main- 
tained it, and whose independence we 
have, after great consideration and on 
just principles, recognized, we could 
not view any interposition for the pur- 
pose of oppressing them or controlling 
in any maimer their destiny by any Eu- 
ropean power, in any other light than as 
the manifestation of an unfriendly dis- 
position towards the United States. " 

It has been asserted that Huskisson, 
Franklin's friend, wrote this declaration 
and transmitted it with the consent of 
Cluing, his chief in the Cabinet, to J. 
Q. Adams, who was Monroe's Secretary 
of State. 

The precise language, confining the 
doctrine to the States recognized by the 
United States, and excepting from it all 
not free — including Canada, Cuba, in- 
deed the whole West Indies, Brazil, 
Buenos Ayree favor this view. We do 
not know whether it has ever been de- 
nied. 

•T. I ' Adams did subsequently, in a 
special message to Congress, say : 

' ' Miwt of the new American Republics 
have declared their entire assent to them 
(the Monroe declarations), and they now 
pro]H>se, among the subject* of consid- 
eration at Panama, to take into consid- 
eration the means of making effectual 
the assertion of that principle, as well as 
the means of rtsistiny interference from 
abroad with the domestic concents of 
the American Governments." 

The italics are in the message, and he 
added subsequently : 

"The purpose of this Government is 
to incur in none which would import 
hostility to Europe, or justly excite re- 
sentment in any of her States. 

44 Our views extend no further than a 
mutual pledge of the parties to the 
e in pact to maintain the principle in ap- 
plication to its own territory, and to jier- 
mit no colouinl lodgments or establish- 
ments of European jurisdiction upon its 
own soil." 

This may be called Adams' addition 
to the Monroe doctrine, Clay being his 
Secretary of State. 

Adams' addition, rather than Monroe's 
verbiage, has remained in the popular 
mind as the Monroe doctrine ; and even 
Congress, in including that of the Con- 
federation at Richmond, 1862-4, has al- 
ways so treated it. 

The Panama Congress, called by Bol- 
ivar, never adopted either Monroe's or 
Adams' text It indeed adjourned with- 
out fairly considering the doctrines. 
The members were, in fact, disappointed 
that the United States had receded from 
Monroe's declaration, and now proposed 
'• that each State should, for itself, en 
its own soil, resist European interfer- 
ence." 

They wanted an American Conredera- 
tion organized for the purpose of driving 
out European jurisdiction. 

The project turned out to be impracti- 
cal, and was dropped even by South 
Americans.

Not as adventitious, therefore, will 
the wise man regard the faith which ia 
in him. The highest truth he sees he 
will fearlessly utter, knowing that let 
what may come of it, he is thus playing 
his right part in the world — knowing i 
that if he can effect the part he aims at 
— well ; if not — well also ; though not to ,
